The divine law, therefore, rejects th* 


Socialist solution, which would abolish 
irivata property, substituting a colUo 
iv* common ownership. 
IB proceeding 


to oomder th* relations of tb* state to 
the individual, th* encyclical says: "To 
think that th* authority ot th* state 
onght arbitrarily to invad* th* family in- 
timacy i* a gnat and pernicious error. 
Dh* state can undoubtedly intervene 
when the condition of the family Is too 
disastrous, but then oaly to alleviate It, 
and to safeguard tb* rights and interests 
ofth* public power withhont violating 
;b* rights of individuals " 
Ta* Rich and Proletariat 


After declaring that the shurchls not 


for th* rich alone, the encyclical gone* on 
to say that it is an error to bellere that 
the rich and th* proletariat an con- 
demned by nature to fight a dual with- 
out end. One bos need of th* other Cap 
ital is powerless without work, andjwork 
without capital. Th* proletariat cannot 
and ought not to injure capital or tha 
masters who dispense it, but in order to 
obtain respect for tha rights of labor, 
they must abstain from violenca. They 
should not b_ve recourse to sedition, nor 
listen to tha chimerical promises of tha 
agitators. 


Duties of the Masters. 


On tha other hand, tbe masters ought 


to nspact the individuality aud dignity 
of man 
They should act as Christians 


toward their workmen, not treat them in 
humanly, or expect beyond theirstrength 
Let masters remember that divine an< 
human law forbids the drawing of profits 
from th* misery of the poor. Besides 
that religion msacs hscsasary co-oparv 
ation of human means to attain a sacred 
purpose. Tha state ought to watch over 
th* well-being of society just as Individ 
als should watch over th* purity, moral 
and Interior order of families, safekeep- 
ing re^luoii, justice, moderation, and an 
equitable division oC public charges, al 
of which would contribute largely to the 
amelioration of the conditions of the pro 
letai i at. 


Tbe Province of the State. 


As citizens th* proletariat hav* th* 


same rights as the rich, and consequent!; 
have a right to tna same Interest as being 


part of the state 
The governmen 


should carefully observe all obligation* 
distributing justice impartially. Abso 
lute equality is, however, a chimera. The 
social hierarchies ar* based oa natura 
principles, 'ihe state ought tost*tha 
all covenants relating to work an con 
•cientiously observed, and oppose any 
thing that might cause popular passions 
to yie'd to unhealthy excitement, provok 
ing troubles and violence Small wages 
often give rise to strikes, disastrous no 
onlv to the workingmea and their em 
ployen but to the general interests o 
commerce and public industry. Govern 
ment ought to prevent such crises. 


Bonn of Work and Wagoe. 


Expeduncy is shown in establishing 


certain limitations on working hours, sad 
providing that they shall be Interrnptec 
by a parted of npose, varying according 
to conditions of time and place, the pub- 
lic health and the nature of the work.lh 
question ot wages Is a pcrticnlarly deli 
cate one to treat with exact justice. Th 
salary agreed upon should be paid, at tb* 
same time justice equally demands thai 
the agreement entered into by the work 
logmen ought to be respected 
Th* state 


should see these reciprocal relations exe- 
cuted An important element in question 
is that th* workmen ought to beable, with 
the wages or salary, to provide for him- 
self and family the necessities of life

"In the presence of the efforts of so 


many generous minds we have no right 
to despair of our times 
Let tha state

of such movements Tbe real condition ot 
Ue is that it proceed from internal move- 
(t 
Exterior conditions ought only to 


acilitate pulsations having an internal 
origin. 
These associations ought to b* 


administered by upright men, who in 
difficulties and crisis will., fulfill the role 


if equitable arbitrators. The conclusion 
of all thas* complete questions is that 
universal eo operation is necessary, and 
that everybody>ught to help willingly un 
der the auspices of faith and Christian 
morality."

state representatives should not intervtu 
inconsiderately It will suffice to reaarv 
examination of these point* for the judg 
ment of associations. In order to safe 
guard the interests of both capital an< 
labor tha authority of th* state ought tc 
Intervene only to th* extent that th* gen 
eral Interests demand 
It is of gnat so 


ctal advantage that tha law* should fa 
Tor a multiplicity of properties, as the 
best means of preventing opposition be- 
tween extreme riches aud extreme porer- 
tyf but it is also necessary that prof arty 
ihould not he overtaxed. 


Vnlao ft Men and employes. 


Tha pope particularly 
mentions as 


worthy of commendation association* for 
mutual succor, societies for Insurance 
•gainst accidents, sickness and death, 
and the protection *f children—and espe- 
cially female children, to which be at-
